There  was  a  little  tempest  stirred  up  in 
our  South  American  tea-pot  on  the  29th 
tilt,  at  Montevideo  in  the  shape  of  a  con- 
troversy between  the  Brazilian  minister  and 
Uruguayan  naval  commander  over  the  hoist- 
ing of  a  Brazilian  flag  on  a  steamer  employed 
to  convey  the  President  and  his  suite  to 
t'olmiia.  The  steamer,  the  Camilla,  is  Brazil- 
ian, but  was  chartered  by  the  Uruguayan 
government  for  an  official  excursion,  on 
which  the  Brazilian  minister  was  an  invited 
guest.  It  was  proper  therefore  that  the 
Uruguayan  flag  should  be  hoisted  ;  in  feci, 
il  is  difficult  to  imagine  a  case  when:  ill. 
executive  of  a  country  would  not  have 
insisted,  as  his  right,  that  his  official  char- 
acter and  the  dignity  of  his  government 
should  nol  be  so  recognized.  Some  super- 
sensitive members  ol  the  Brazilian  colony  in 
Montevideo  thought  different,  however;  so 
1 1  icy  telegraphed  Lo  the  Brazilian  minister, 
Sr,  Ponte  Ribeiro,  ai  Colonist  protesting 
against  flying  the  Uruguayan  Hag  on  the 
Camilla,  and  this  gentleman,  forgetting  the 
courtesy  due  to  the  executive  of  the  country 
Ui  which  he  is  accredited,  ordered  the 
Brazilian  flag  to  be  hoisted  on  the  return 
i rip.  The  Uruguayan  naval  commander, 
Bernardo  Depuy,  opposed  this  and  ordered 
the  hoisting  of  the  Uruguayan  flag.  The 
two  excited  gentlemen  thereupon  quarreled, 
and  1'ontc  Ribeiro  went  so  far  as  in  demand 
Dcpuy's  dismissal  from  President  Tajes. 
The  President  naturally  requested  time  lo 
consider,  but  the  Brazilian  minister  would 
not  accede,  whereupon  another  wordy  war- 
litre  ensued.  President  Tajes  then  signal- 
led for  one  of  the  gunboats  convoying  die 
parly,  to  which  he  transferred  himself  and 
suite,  leaving  the  irate  Brazilian  diplomat 
on  his  own  vessel.  As  the  last  boat  left  the 
Camilla  the  Uruguayan  flag  was  pulled 
down  and  the  Brazilian  hoisted,  an  act 
which  certainly  exhibited  a  most  decided 
lack  of  good  taste  and  courtesy.  Subsequent 
telegrams  advise  us  that  the  controversy  lias 
been  amicably  settled,  but  there  is  one 
point  that  never  can  be  settled— the  blunder 
made  by  Sr.  Pohte  Ribeiro.  He  was  a 
guest  on  an  official  excursion  of  the  Uru- 
guayan government  to  be  present  at  the 
inauguration  of  an  Uruguayan  railway.  It 
was  entirely  proper  that  the  Uruguayan 
flag  should  cover  this  part)',  and  it  was 
improper  for  Sr.  Ponte  Ribeiro  to  give 
contrary  orders.  He  then  quarreled  with 
his  entertainers,  drove  them  oil"  the  boat, 
and  hauled  down  their  flag  as  they  were 
leaving.  The  least  that  Brazil  can  now  do 
is  to  order  Sr,  Ponte  Ribeiro  home.

The  continued  discussion  of  the  question 
of  permitting  more  than  one  bank  to  issue 
notes  leads  Lo  the  conclusion  that  the  friends 
of  restriction  propose  to  ignore  the  law 
altogether,  while  the  advocates  of  the  system 
outlined  in  the  law  are  either  quite  as  in- 
different to  its  mandatory  provisions,  or  are 
doubtful  of  their  ability  to  enforce  it  again.-,! 
the  powerful  combination    working  in  the 


interests  of  the  Banco  Nacional.  As  we 
have  before  stated,  it  is  not  a  flattering 
commentary  on  the  sanctity  of  the  law  in 
this  country,  where  every  one  seems  to  take 
it  for  granted  that  any  law  can  be  set  aside 
at  the  mere  caprice  of  a  minister.  If  the 
law  has  any  force  and  if  there  is  any  court, 
or  authority,  to  confine  the  action  of  the  gov- 
ernment within  statutory  limits,  then  there 
is  no  way  to  prevent  other  banks  from 
exercising  the  same  privilege  accorded  to  the 
Banco  Nacional.  Legally,  that  bank  can  not 
issue  more  than  60,000,000$,  and  as  the 
maximum  limit  fixed  for  this  city  is  300,- 
000,000$,  with  coin  in  reserve,  the  govern- 
ment must  accord  the  privilege  to  other 
institutions.  In  our  opinion,  the  discussion 
now  waging  in  the  daily  papers  is  not  only 
useless,  but  it  is  on  the  whole  based  on 
fragmentary  information  and  wrong  con- 
clusions. In  the  United  Slates  the  with- 
drawal of  currency  from  circulation  is  not 
due  to  a  tendency  to  concentrate  the  issue 
to  a  few  banks,  as  has  been  slated  in  the 
discussion,  but  is  entirely  due  to  the 
unprofitableness  of  the  business.  The  taxes 
imposed  on  the  banks  make  the  issue  of 
currency  profitable  only  when  money  is  in 
demand  and  interest  rates  are  good  ;  per 
contra,  the  issue  leaves  no  satisfactory  profit 
and  the  bank  calls  it  in.  This  is  a  feature 
in  the  national  hanking  system  to  which  we 
have  frequently  called  attention,  but  with 
so  little  effect  that  the  shrinkage  in  circula- 
tion, due  to  definite  and  proper  causes,  is 
here  so  little  understood  that  it  is  ascribed 
to  another  and  radically  different  cause. 
Nothing  perhaps  more  clearly  shows  the 
absolute  inappreciation  of  the  national  bank- 
ing system  by  Brazilians  than  this  one  point. 
They  can  understand  one  king,  one  bank, 
tine  idea  in  politics,  religion,  finance,  etc., — .1 
centralized  system  throughout  ;  but  when  ii 
conies  lo  decentralization — the  separation  of 
powers,  authority,  and  obligations — they 
appear  to  find  ii  impossible  to  adjust  them- 
selves lo  the  new  system.  As  events  are 
now  tending  in  Brazil,  this  decentralization 
is  most  necessary,  and  nowhere  will  ii  have 
a  more  beneficial  influence  than  in  the 
organization  of  a  large  number  of  hanks, 
all  equal  before  the  law  and  all  enjoying 
the  same  favors  from  the  state  and  the 
people.  It  will  be  a  serious  mistake  to 
restrict  this  tendency  in  the  slightest  degree.

—A  telegram  front  Para  on  the  301I1  advises  us 
that  conflicts  have  occurred  there  between  the 
police  and  regular  soldiers.

—Some  ears  of  wheat  grown  in  the  municipality 
of  Banana],  S.  Paulo,  have  re-started  the  usual 
prognostications  of  what  a  future  lies  before  the 
empire  when  wheat  becomes  one  of  its  articles  of 
production, 

—The  Parana  provincial  assembly  has  voted  a 
9%  surtax  on  customs  taxes.  The  tax  is  nol  only 
unconstitutional,  but  extremely  vexatious.  It  is 
estimated  thai  the  province  will  get  barely  30,000$ 
from  the  tax. 

-The  president  of  Ceara  has  taken  the  precau- 
tion to  visit  the  Quixadd  public  relief  station  and 
finds  that  Engineer  Revy  has  but  a  fraction  of  the 
people  reported,  Mr.  Revy  has  therefore  been 
relieved  from  further  charitable  work  in  that 
direction. 

— Recent  advices  from  Bahia  slate  that  diamond 
deposits  have  been  discovered  on  the  island  of 
Itapariea,  near  a  place  called  Miscricordia.  A 
petroleum  well  discovery  has  already  been  noticed 
as  made  on  the  island,  and  now  with  diamonds 
the  inhabitants  should  be  happy, 

—  Pernambuco  is  now  the  scene  of  a  sharp  enn- 
lest  over  the  rights  of  a  woman  to  practise  law  in 
a  Brazilian  court.  Maria  Coclho  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Pernambuco  law  school  and  recently  appeared 
in  court  for  the  defence  in  a  criminal  case.  The 
judge  refused  to  permit  her  lo  plead,  as  there  is  no 
precedent  for  it.  She  thereupon  appeals  to  the 
Kelncao  and  publishes  a  protest  in  the  papers. 

-■  Life  appears  to  be  anything  but  a  pleasure  in 
the  interior  ol  Bahia.  Tlie  people  are  still  suffer- 
ing from  drouth,  added  to  which  are  epidemics  of 
lever  and  small-pox.  A  correspondent  of  the 
Diatio  de  Nolichu  ol  liahia  writes  :  "If  we  escape 
the  fever,  we  are  not  withdrawn  from  starvation , 
and  if  we  flee  from  starvation,  we  are  not  avoiding 
tlie  violent  attack  of  small  pox."  It  is  certainly  a 
very  sad  slate  of  affairs. 

—On  the  evening  of  ihc  29th  as  Benedicto  Estel- 
litu  Alvares  was  enterlaining  two  girls  al  his 
dtuami  at  Marco  de  Meia  Lectin,  near  Sao  Paulo, 
he  I  tied  ihe  not  uncommon  idiotic  source  ol 
amusement  of  pointing  a  gun  al  one  of  them.  He 
thought  the  gun  not  loaded  of  course,  lint  il  was 
discharged  all  Ihe  same  and  one  of  ihe  girls, 
Paulina  Augusta  de  Almeida,  18  years  <>f  age,  was 
killed.  Benedicto,  who  is  rich  and  only  20  years 
of  age,  al  once  fled  and  lias  not  since  been  dis- 
covered. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  notified  tlie 
fiscal  engineer  ol  Ihc  yd  districl  ihal  the  balance 
of  guaranteed  interest,  ^1,197.0.4,  has  been  order- 
ed lo  be  paid  lo  ihe  Northern  Brazilian  Sugar 
Factories  company  for  the  first  half  of  the  current 
year  on  I  lie  working  of  the  S.  I.otuenco  da  Malta, 
I'ernanilinco,  factory,  hut  ihal  he  must  come  to 
some  arrangement  for  the  reduction  of  adminis- 
trate expenses,  which  with  only  one  factory  al 
work  can  not  continue  the  same  as  when  three 
were  in  operation.

—  The  September  receipts  of  the  Macahe  and 
Campos  line  amounted  lo  i6l,839$i20.  The  ex- 
penditures ate  nol  published. 

—The  Sapucahy  company  paid  the  second  in- 
stallment of  r,ooo,ooo$  on  the  purchase  ol  the 
Sanla  Isabel  do  Rio  Preto  line,  on  the  31st  till. 

—The  government  has  accepted  the  proposal  of 
Emilia  Paulo  de  Lima  Barbosa  for  the  construction 
of  a  railway  from  Aiacajti  lo  Simao  Dias,  province 
of  Sergipe. 

—A  company  lias  been  organized  in  Campinas 
for  the  building  of  a  short  line  from  that  city  to  the 
Suburban  villages  of  Cobras  and  Santa  Maria, 
The  capital  is  fixed  at  500,000$  in  shares  of 
100$  each. 

—The  president  of  the  province  of  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro lias  asked  for  information  from  the  municipal 
chamber  of  Niclheroy  as  to  the  proposed  extension 
for  30  years  of  the  privilege  of  the  tram  company 
of  that  city. 

—Another  short  suburban  railway  in  Campinas, 
Sao  Paulo,  is  being  organized.  It  is  proposed  to 
build  a  line  to  Funil  where  there  are  forests  and 
excellent  water  power  lor  factories.  The  capital 
required,  300,000$,  has  nearly  all  been  subscribed. 

—The  annual  reporl  of  Ihe  Carangola  company 
shows  that  the  receipts  for  the  year  ending  301b 
June  were  7i2,oo5$67i  and  working  expenses  355,- 
489*720,  showing  a  surplus  of  356,5'5$9SI-  This 
company  has  received  l,702,439$942  from  the  state 
on  account  ol  guaranteed  interest. 

—With  the  recent  inauguration  of  the  station 
ol  Umbu,  the  total  extension  of  the  Taquary 
{ Porlo  Alegie)  to  Cacequy  line,  province  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul,  is  increased  to  316  kilometres. 
The  road  is  being  built  by  the  state  and  has  thus 
far  cost  22,000,000$.  Al  Cacequy  the  line  forms 
a  junction  with  the  one  starling  bom  Rio  Grande, 
and  thence  continues  on  to  Uruguayana,  on  the 
Argentine  frontier. 


—The  Sanla  Isabel  do  Rio  Preto  company  held 
an  extraordinary  general  meeting  on  the  31st  when 
it  was  resolved  to  approve  the  sale  of  that  road  to 
the  Sapucahy  company  and  to  enter  into  liquidation. 

—The  relatorio  of  the  Ytuana  directors,  which 
was  presented  in  a  general  meeting  of  shareholders 
on  the  29th  ult.,  shows  the  following  results  for 
the  half  year  ending  June  30th  :

Tlie  Comlessa  ami 
Esperanza  mines,  belonging  to  Don  Camilo  Guer- 
rero, in  which  So  men  were  employed,  and  which 
111  good  limes,  t;ave  work  lo  250  to  300  men,  have 
been  shut  down.  The  Panulcillo  Co.  has  also 
closed  several  mines,  the  richest  only  being  worked 
and  on  a  reduced  scale.  In  Panulcillo  Alto  and 
Bnjo  which  formerly  gave  employment  to  from 
1,000  to  1,500  men,  only  500  are  at  work.  In  the 
smelting  establishment  only  three  small  furnaces 
and  one  large  one  are  kept  going,  and  at  Iheir  rale 
of  production  there  is  a  slock  of  ore  in  the  dress- 
ing-yards winch  will  take  them  six  months  or  more 
lo  use  up.

The  best  treatment  for  such  parasites  is  to  send 
them  °ver  t°  ^'ltl  ^°  Governador  and  make  (hem 
work  for  a  time. 

—The  Orocobi  Indians  noticed  in  our  last  issue 
as  having  arrived  here  on  a  mission  to  the  govern- 
ment, are  now  covered  with  disgrace,  They  are 
said  to  be  "frauds,"  It  does  riot  create  much  of  a 
feeling  when  a  fraud  is  discovered  among  the 
civilized  whites,  but  when  the  barbarous  Indian, 
undertakes  that  role  he  must  be  suppressed  ! 

—We  regret  to  note  the  death  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Gunning,  wife  of  Dr.  R.  II.  Gunning,  which  took 
place  at  Addison  Crescent,  Kensington,  on  the 
Slli  utti  Mrs,  Gunning  was  fi  years  of  age  and 
hail  resided  here  in  Brazil  for  many  years,  where 
she  leaves  many  warm  personal  friends,  She  was 
buried  at  Grange  Cemetery  in  Edinburgh.

The  minister  orders  that  repairs  he 
commenced  at  once,  and  that  the  parties  guilty  of 
lack  of  care,  or  of  other  negligence  be  reported  for 
punishment.
